Subject to the direction of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the United States Secret Service, Treasury Department, is author- 
ized to protect the person of the President of the United States, 
the members of his immediate family, the President-elect, the 
Vice President or other officer next in the order of succession 
to the office of President, and the Vice President-elect; protect 
the person of a former President and his wife during his lifetime, 
the person of the widow of a former President until her death or 
remarriage, and minor children of a former President until they 
reach sixteen years of age, unless such protection is declined; 
protect the person of a visiting head of a foreign state or foreign 
government and, at the direction of the President, other distin- 
guished foreign visitors to the United States and official represen- 
tatives of the United States performing special missions abroad; ...
